The Board of Review, which 
annually hears tax complaints, has 
cited three points In ask ing recon­ 
sideration. It claim s that the State 
Revenue D epartm ent has contin-

It is proposed,

2:15 p rn., shortly after Donaldson, 
as a deputy operating out of Ore­ 
gon, left his post. 


Donaldson, father of seven chil­ 
dren, w as headed for his hom e in 
rural I^eaf River. He was about 
two miles from his home when 
the accident occurred. He owned 
and operated a 180-a< re farm with 
a son.

Sgt. Spencer said that it w as his 
belief that Brick ey, driving a 19 52 
model auto, had rounded a curve 
and lost control of his machine. 
He said that the point of im pact 
was in the dead man s side of the 
road and that it appeared that 
Donaldson had gone off the pave­ 
ment to avoid the. collision.

C ertainly piles, or hem orrhoids, constitu te one of 
ou r most com m on afflictions. 
If I fail to discu ss 
this su bject for a short tim* I soon 
receiv e m any 
inqu iries sim ilar to that from R. S.. who ask s for 
a n explanation of hem orrhoids, w hether they a re al­ 
w ays painfu l and w hether they can cau se cancer. 


To answ er the specific qu estions first, thev are 
often bu t not alw ays painfu l. 
T here is no reason 
to believe that hem orrhoids increase the chances of 
developing cancer. 


IT IS PROBABLY not possible to point the finger 
st any single cau se for hem orrhoids. C ertainly one 
cannot give any vaccine or institu te a ny other p re ­ 
ventive m easu re which will insu re their nona p p e a r­ 
ance. 


Chronic constipation, a persistent cou gh, child­ 
birth. and other form s 
o f strain m a y contribu te to 
the developm ent of piles. 


I? is possible, too, that the se d e nta ry occu pations 
involving sitting for long hou rs in 
a c ha ir have som e­ 
thing to do with the ir developm ent.

It is tnie that s om e tim e s the veins becom e te m ­ 
porarily greatly e nlarged and then m a y re tu rn to 
norm al, or alm ost so. 
T his happ ens qu ite oferi after 
childbirth, for exam ple. 


B u t if the piles a re p e rm a ne nt and are cau sing 
bleeding, itching or discom fort! all of w hich a re 
com m on I the hest tre a tm e nt 
is u su ally 
su rgery. 
This involves cu tting ou t or tying the enlarged veins 
—or both.

ibis is not alw ays advisable. 


WHEN' A PERSON w ith hem orrhoids u nd e rstand s 
w hat is w rong he will not be so lik ely to expect som e 
sim p le tre a tm e nt. T here are a lot of these veins 
and no person w ith piles has them all enlarged. 
C onsequ ently, if the veins which a re enlarged are 
cu t ou t. tied or injected it is possible that others 
vcill dilate and ca u se trou ble later. 
F or this reason 
n is wise to try to identify and correct if possible 
any factors su ch a s constipation or cou ghing which 
m a y have brou ght them on.
